with State Police, 


city to move out

It’s official: the City of Grayling’s 
office operations and police depart- 
ment are preparing to move out of 
City Hall, allowing the State Police 
to occupy the entire building. 

The State Police have leased 
space in City Hall for over 20 years, 
beginning on January |, 1979. Their 
crime lab services law enforcement 
entities from all over northern 
Michigan. 

“It’s really an important operation 
for all law enforcement up here,” 
noted City Manager Allen Lowe. 

Over the years, the space require- 
ments for the department’s forensic 
lab operations have grown and the 
State Police leased more and more 
of the city building as the need for 
more room increased. Recently, the 
need for additional space prompted 
the State Police to request use of the 
entire City Hall. 

Before making the change, the 
State Police and City Council nego- 
tiated a building-wide renovation 
project to better suit the State 
Police’s needs and comfort, as 
requested by the State Police. 

The $120,000 renovation project, 
which includes new boilers, air con- 
ditioning, painting, and new carpet- 
ing in some areas, among other 
minor changes, started last Tuesday. 
Contractor for the project is 
McClain and Son. 

The City Council approved the 


renovations and new State Police 
lease at the January 10 regular meet- 
ing. The new lease runs out on 
September 30, 2010. As negotiated, 
the State Police will gradually foot 
the bill for the $120,000 renovation 
project with payments included in 
the monthly lease bills. 

By the end of the lease’s 10 years, 
the $120,000 will have been com- 
pletely paid back to the city, Lowe 
said. 

“The City Council did a good job 
when they negotiated this lease. It’s 
going to be a good deal for the city,” 
said City Manager Lowe. 

The city offices and City Police 
Department will move out of City 
Hall beginning February 1, 2000. 
Renovation work will continue into 
February, and the State Police 
should be able to occupy the entire 
building in March of this year. 

City operations will move into the 
Century 21 building, located on M- 
72 West. As approved by the council 
on January 10, the city will have a 
“three-month lease with renewal 
option” for use of the building. 

Now, the city must figure out 
what to do about a new home. 

City Manager Lowe said the 
process of establishing a new city 
building may take one to two years, 
since the council is currently just 
considering the many possibilities. 
The decision process could be 
lengthy, and a source of funding 
would have to be determined, 
before any major progress could 
occur, he said. 

“We're really just exploring all 
the options,” Lowe said. 

The City Council will hold future 
meetings at the Grayling Township 
office. 


GMS next to get bomb threat

A statement made in jest before 
other students previous to the dis- 
covery of the January 6 bomb threat 
at Grayling High School has been 
taken seriously by the Crawford 
AuSable School Board. 

Two male students have been 
placed under administrative suspen- 
sion while the investigation into 
who actually wrote the threat on the 
boys’ “room wall — continues. 
Apparently, the young men made 
reference to making a bomb threat to 
get a day off of school when other 
districts were closed due to poor 
weather conditions. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds 
said no criminal charges have been 
filed in the case thus far, then report- 
ed another bomb threat was found 
on a bathroom wall, this time at 


Grayling Middle School. 

The scrawlings were found on 
January 17 in a boys’ room and con- 
tained a January 18 threat date. 

Reynolds said by the end of the 
day on Monday, law enforcement 
had a suspect and a confession. The 
eighth grade student is currently 
under an up to 10-day administrative 


suspension while the School Board | 


prepares to go through the district’s 
disciplinary procedures and allow- 
ing due process for the student. 

“We take any threat to students 
and staff very seriously,” Reynolds 
said. The Superintendent credited 
local law enforcement for the quick 


apprehension and confession of the | 


culprit.

The Frederic Township Board rat- 


ified two appointments to Frederic’s ° 


recently established Planning 
Commission on Tuesday, January 
11, filling the last vacancies on the 
seven-member board. 

In December of 1999, the town- 
ship board voted unanimously to 
replace Frederic’s five-member 
Zoning Board with a seven-member 
Planning Commission. Basically, 
the board's duties will be the same, 
and the additional members should 
help with Frederic’s ongoing 
process of creating a Master Plan, 
township officials said. 

‘As the change was made, it was 
agreed that the five members of the 
Zoning Board would carry over to 
the Planning Commission. 

By law, one of the two additional 


members to be added had to be a 
member of the Frederic Township 
Board, but couldn't be the Township 
Supervisor or Trustee Mike Girard, 
since Girard serves as the Frederic 
Township Zoning Administrator. 
Appointments had to be made by the 
Township Supervisor and approved 
by the full Township Board. 

Last Tuesday Township 
Supervisor Brian Hulbert appointed 
board member Sandy Barber. 
Township Treasurer, and Rita Collis 
to the seven-member Planning 
Commission, filling the commis- 
sion’s board. Township Clerk Nancy 
Bindschatel moved to approve the 
appointments. The motion was sec- 
onded by Girard, and the board 
voted 5-0 in favor. 

Barber and Collis join Zoning 
Board members Joe Kutkuhn, Ken 
Bindschatel, Don Gooch, Gail 
Smith, and Marlene Bindschatel in 
making up Frederic’s new Planning 
Commission board. 

The zoning board will officially 
change over to a planning commis- 
sion next month, following publica- 
tion requirements. 


Lunar eclipse may make some see red

Late Thursday night, January 20, 
a total eclipse of the moon will take 
place and should be visible through- 
out the Western Hemisphere. 

Astronomers are expecting the 
eclipse to cause the moon to appear 
bright red or reddish-orange. This is 
caused by the Sun’s light bending 
around the Earth. The same thing 
happens on Earth during sunsets, so 
what we will be seeing are all of the 


world’s sunsets at once. 

How bright red and how visible 
the eclipse will be is hard to predict. 
If there is a volcanic eruption on 
Earth before the eclipse, the moon 
will appear brighter red due to the 
sulfurous compounds spewed into 
the atmosphere. Cloudy conditions 
may make viewing difficult. 

The Earth’s shadow is expected to 
cover the moon from 11:05 p.m. on 
Thursday night until 12:22 am.

Little did Howard Taylor realize 
when he moved Arthur Wakeley 
Jr.’s sawmill to his Beaver Creek 
farm several years ago, that it 
would become a focal point of 
Wellington Farm Park, a living his- 
tory farm depicting life during the 
Great Depression.

Parents have final say 


Secretary of State Candice S. 
Miller is reminding parents that 
while Michigan’s Graduated Driver 
License program gives them a larger 
role in the training of teen drivers, 
they have always had the final say in 
whether their’ teen should be 
allowed to drive. 

The state’s chief motor vehicle 
administrator noted that since grad- 
uated driver licensing went into 
effect, more than 1,000 teens have 
had their driving privileges canceled 
or their licensing level changed at 
the request of parents or legal 
guardians. 

“Many people count on govern- 


ment to provide regulatory oversight . 


and ensure public safety and that 


includes the driver licensing 
process,” Secretary Miller 
explained. 


“However, when it comes to new 
young drivers, the most important 
oversight comes from parents,” she 

‘said. “We want to remind parents 
they can and should use their discre- 
tion in determining whether their 
teen is qualified and mature enough 
to drive.” 

Miller issued the statement on the 
heels of a legislative proposal out- 
lined in Lansing that would affect 
the driving privileges of teens who 
are chronically truant from school. 

Since April 1, 1997, a total of 
1,039 teens have had their driving 
privileges changed at the request of 
their parents or legal guardians. 

Some 883 teens have had their 
graduated driver licenses canceled. 
These young people are not eligible 
for any driving privilege until the 


parent, legal guardian, or responsi- 
ble adult wishes to reinstate the 
license or they turn [8. 

Another 130 teens have not been 
allowed to advance to a Leve} 3 
license. Parents or legal guardians 
have requested that their privileges 
be held at Levelt 1 or Level 2. 

Finally, 26 teens have had their 
Level 2 privileges dropped to Level 
1. 

Miller explained that when a teen 
applies for an original driver license, 
the application must be approved by 
a parent or legal guardian. She 
noted parents hold the final decision 
on whether their young driver 
should be behind the wheel. 

“Anytime before the teén’s 18th 
birthday, parents can withdraw 
approval for their teen’s driver 
license,” Miller said. “Teens with a 
graduated driver license can also be 
moved back in the licensing process 
or delayed from moving forward at 
the parent’s request.” 

To reduce a teen’s licensing level, 
the parent or guardian must appear 
in person at a Secretary of State 
branch office and complete a new 
application for the young driver. To 
cancel a teen’s license, the parent or 
guardian must also appear in person 
and request the cancellation. The 
cancellation will be processed that 
day. 

If the parent does not surrender 
the license to the Department of 
State, they must certify where the 
license is at that time. In either 
instance, the teen need not be pre- 
sent and the request can be 
processed without the photo license 


Plutonium reaches Canada 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Rep. 
Bart Stupak (D-Menominee),’ on 
January 14, said he was extremely 
pleased that a shipment of radioac- 
tive material through Michigan had 
reached its destination safely. 

“I was notified today (January 14) 
by the Department of Energy that 
the shipment of MOX fuel contain- 
ing weapons-grade plutonium 
reached Chalk River, Ontario earlier 
today without incident,” Stupak 
said. 


“Had it not been for the tremen- 
dous public statement of concern 
expressed by residents of northern 
Michigan, extra security measures 
used by the Department of Energy 
for this shipment would not have 
been taken. 

“In conversations with Secretary 
of Energy Bill Richardson and other 
Department of Energy officials, 1 
have been repeatedly assured that 
this is the one and only shipment of 
this material through Michigan.”

A Level | license allows a teen to 
drive only when accempanied by a 
licensed parent or legal guardian, or 
with a designated licensed driver 
uge 21 or older. 

A Level 2 license allows a teen to 
drive without supervision from 5 
a.m. to midnight. The teen can only 
drive from midnight. to 5 a.m. when 
going to or from work, or when 


accompanied by a licensed parent, 
legal guardian. or designated driver 
older than age 21. 

Finally, a Level 3 license allows 
the teen to drive without supervi- 
sion. Level 3 can only be granted 
when the teen is at least age 17 and 
has met all of the graduated driver 
license requirements. 

There are currently 290, 365 teens 
licensed at Levels 1, 2, and 3.

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ELIAN GONZALEZ -- The facts of the matter are 
simple enough, and should have commanded a simple 
response. 

Elian Gonzalez. age 6. and his mother were trying to 
get to the United States from Cuba on an illegal passage 
when the boat sank, the mother died, Elian somehow 
survived and landed in Florida. 

His father, Juan Miguel Gonzalez. who had been 


helping to support him after the parents divorced, wants 


his son back with him in Cuba. 

ht should be a foregone conclusion, without argument. 
Father wants son, father gets son. 

Bur it hasn't happened that way. Elian, staying in 
Miami with his great uncle, has become a pawn in the 
continuous struggle between anti-Castro Cubans in the 
U.S.. and the belligerent regime of Fidel Castro on the 
home island. 

The boy is in the middle. What does he know of eco- 
nomic blockades. and foreign relations, and democracy 
versus communism? What does he care about such 
things? He has become merely a symbol. 

Elian’s life already has been traumatized by the split 
of his family and the death of his mother. The political 
battle over him only adds more trauma.

NATHANIEL ABRAHAM -- Unfortunate echoes of 


Elian Gonzalez” fate resound in Michigan with the trial 
of Nathaniel Abraham. 

The facts in the Abraham matter are not nearly as sim- 
ple. 

By the time he was 11, Nathaniel Abraham had been 
in trouble at school and with the law many times. His 
mother tried to get counseling help for him without suc- 
cess. 

One night Nathaniel fired a battered .22 rifle near a 
party store in Pontiac. His bullet killed Ronnie Greene, 
18, as he came out of the store. Nathaniel became the 
youngest person ever to be charged with murder in this 
country. Eventually a jury found him guilty of second 
degree murder. 

Nathaniel Abraham also became a political cause. 
with racial tinges. although both shooter and victim are 
black. 

His case attracted attention from notorious outsiders 
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ranging from flashy attorney Geoffrey Fieger to roving 
civil rights activists Al Sharpton and Martin Luther 
King Il. 

The law has been criticized, the Oakland prosecutor 
for using it, and the Michigan legislature for enacting it. 

The judge has been criticized for his sentence -- too 
stern for some critics, too lenient for others. 

Society has been condemned for somehow permitting 
Nathaniel Abraham to become the person he is. 

Nathaniel Abraham, too, has become a symbol. It’s a 
good bet we'll hear of him again. 

There is no simple answer to kiddie crime -- except 
that children as young as 11 should not be treated as 
adults.

To the editor. 

AH the recent coverage in the 
news about the high divorce rate in 
parts of Michigan, as well as peo- 
ple’s discussion about the fate of the 
young Cuban boy, has me hoping to 
share some unique and personal 
insight. 

When | was four years old, | 
found myself on an airplane flying 
to Cuha. One of my many foster 
families, the Carrs. had gotten me 
back so | could go on a trip. What a 
great Ume for this little boy! 

When the trip was over, I was 
yanked away from the Carrs again, 
which became the pattern, and 
plunked down into another new fos- 
ter home. This time it was in 
Lansing, so I would be near my real 
dad. 

One night after school, my sister, 


Denney, and I were grabbed out of 


the house and thrown into the back- 
seat of a car. 

A professional had kidnapped us, 
taking us across state lines to 
Chicago where we were reunited 
with my mother. 

During the next year or so we 
moved from one “hole-in-the-wall” 
to another and | even sat in jail with 
my troubled mother on three occa- 
sions. 

One day. as I was outside. Mom 
and Dad Carr showed up. What a 
thrill of that moment. They 
promised to get me out of there. 
Then they were gone. 

For many days I would watch and 
pray to see a maroon 1950 
Plymouth. 

Mom ard Dad Carr did return, 
this time in court. My sister and I 
attended the court sessions. 
Arguments were heard between my 
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real dad. my real mother, my grand- 
mother, and Mom and Dad Carr as 
to who got custody of Bobby and 
Denney. ; 

Al six years old, going into court 
and hearing your fate is something 
never to be forgotten. For the final 
hearing. { was pulled up the aisle 
past everyone. Out of the corner of 
my eye, | saw Mom and Dad Carr 
sitting in the back. The judge called 
the court into session and began to 
discuss options. 

It was then I had my chance. 1 
broke free and ran up the aisle to 
jump into Dad Carr’s lap. 

That maneuver brought ihe hear- 
ing to a close. I was going home to 
the farm. 

Like me, the little Cuban boy 
knows where his love is. 

My experience, and that of my 
sister, is just two of the countless 
experiences that happen to children 
when families split up. And, they 
do. 


What happens so often is that‘ 


children become the “political foot- 
ball” in a war between family mem- 
bers and, yes. sometimes between 
different countries. 

So, then what can happen? We 
kids bounce around. I did take the 
Carr name. As to Denney, I can 
never get her to stay in touch. My 
half brother is a stranger, and 
Wendy has spent her adult life in an 
adult foster care home. All because 
we were pawns in an adult battle, 
children to no one. This doesn’t 
have to happen. 

Whether it is in the case of the 
Cuban boy, or in the cases of neigh- 
bors you know, I would urge that 
each of us reach out with kindness 
to touch the emotions of the child 
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caught in the middle. That one 
independent gesture might just 
change their whole outlook on life. 
If we do not, then who will? We do 
not know. 

And always, the child’s interest 
and longings must be central. 

What about the Moms and Dads? 
Their lives are important, too. Will 
they have joy or sorrow? 

J just found two letters - one from 
my real dad and the other from 
Mom Carr, written just months 
apart. They say it all. From my real 
dad (we had again met) he wrote: 
“This fall, come down again when 
the season has ended. You can stay 
here. We have a lot to talk about.” 

And, foster Mom Carr wrote, 
“Dear Bob my dream boy, I feel 
there is a love bond between us that 
can't be broken. There’s room in 
this world to share a lot of love, 
don’t you think?” -

Question: My children love to go 
sledding but I worry about their 
safety. What are some of the safety 
rules they should follow? 

Signed, 
Sledding Mother 


Answer: S\edding and toboggan- 
ing are enjoyable winter activities 
that provide a great opportunity for 
children to combine fun with fresh 
air and exercise. Unfortunately, 
these outdoor activities can also be 
dangerous, resulting in head 
injuries, broken bones and even 
death in some instances. Each year, 
around 7,000 children nationwide 
suffer head injuries from sledding. 

Here are some tips to reduce your 
child’s risk of injury while sledding 
(notice the first initials of each word 
spell “sledding”) from the Michigan 
Department of Public Health: 

S - Select snow packed slopes, not 
icy hills that may increase speed to 
dangerous levels. 

L - Look for slopes that have long 


runs far away from streets and traf- 
fic. 

E - Ensure that the area is free of 
hazards such as trees, posts and 
fences since collisions with these 
objects are extremely dangerous. 

D - Dress warmly and properly. 
Wear a helmet for safety as well as 
boots and gloves. 

D - Do not sled prone (lying down 
with head or feet extended over the 
front of the sled), standing up or 
backwards. 

I - inclines you choose should be 
less than 30 degrees. 

N - Never allow children to partic- 
ipate in reckless behavior while 
sledding, such as colliding with oth- 
ers, running in front of sleds, throw- 
ing snowballs at sledders, etc. 

G - Guarantee that your child’s 
sled is in good condition before 
using it. 

Following these simple rules 
should help you and your children 
enjoy this winter sport with more 
safety and less anxiety.

SMOKING CAUSES HEART 
ATTACKS 

QUESTION: I know smoking 
causes many deaths. What exactly is 
in the smoke that causes people to 
die? 

SIGNED: Worried. 

ANSWER: Each year 350,00 pre- 
mature deaths are caused by smok- 
ing. Up to age 65, people who 
smoke a pack a day or more, die at 
almost twice the rate of non-smok- 
ers the same age. 

Three main constituents found in 
tobacco smoke cause most of the

premature deaths among smokers. 
Carbon monoxide is one of the most 


dangerous gases found in cigarette — 


smoke. Once inhaled, it moves into 
the blood stream. 

Because carbon monoxide clings 
to red blood cells more easily than 
oxygen, the blood loses much of its 
ability to transport oxygen, affecting 
proper functioning of the lungs and 
heart, breathing, vision, hearing and 
judgement. 

Another deadly component - of 
smoke is tar. Tar is composed of tiny 
particles that form a sticky, resin- 
like substance in the lungs. Tar 
results in two serious problems... it 
impairs the function of the respirato- 
ry system, and its carcinogenic 
properties cause cancer in tissues it 
contacts, 

The third deadly substance in cig- 
arette smoke is nicotine. Highly 
addictive, it is the main reason

tion, nicotine is a powerful central 
nervous system stimulant. It affects 
blood pressure and heart rate as well 
as other areas. These three sub- 
stances are the leading reasons that 
smokers develop cancer, heart dis- 
ease and debilitating respiratory 
problems. 

Although most smokers know that 
their habit causes cancer of many 
different areas in the body, they tend 
to underestimate their risk of heart 
disease. 

Actually, smoking is a major risk 
factor in heart attacks, causing more 
deaths than from cancer and pul- 
monary disease. Smoking damages 
the lining of coronary arteries, 
which encourages the formation of 
plaque. It raises total cholesterol and 
lowers HDL or good cholesterol. 

If this isn't enough, it increases the 
stickiness of platelets making a clot 
more likely, and makes the heart 
beat faster. This means the heart 


recommends that people with heart 
disease or who are at high risk of 
developing heart disease should 
avoid sudden exertion in cold 
weather such as shoveling. Even 
walking through wet snow or snow 
drifts can place an added strain on 
the heart. 

If snow must be shoveled, it 
should be done by someone who is 
physically fit, used to exercise, and 


_warmly dressed. Women should not 


assume that they are immune to 
heart attacks and therefore it is safer 
for them to shovel snow than it is 
for men. After menopause, women's 
risk of heart attack becomes compa- 
rable to men's. 

People with heart disease or a 
high risk of heart disease should ask 
their physician as to how much 
physical exertion they can under- 
take and follow the advice. 

Some researchers have found that 
the stress of cold temperatures can 
cause constriction of the arteries in 


the heart, increase blood pressure, . 


alter clotting and increase blood vis- 
cosity or resistance to flow. These 
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needs more oxygen but the oxygen 
is no fonger there since carbon 
monoxide has reduced the amount 
of oxygen the blood can carry. 
Smoking raises blood pressure and 
may also constrict coronary arteries 
making them unable to supply the 
heart with oxygen when physical 
activity increases. 

When all these factors are taken 
together, the conditions are perfect 
for a heart attack to occur. Smokers 
are twice as likely to suffer a heart 
attack, and more sobering. are four 
times as likely to die from it within 
an hour. Each year 200,000 smokers 
die from heart attacks. more than 
from cancer and respiratory prob- 
lems. 

February is “heart month.” If you 
are a smoker, quit now to protect 
your heart. Cardiac benefits start to 
add up immediately and within two 
years much of your risk will have 
disappeared.

factors can lead to chest pain, heart 
attack and stroke. 

If you must shovel or be out in the 
cold, remember these warning signs 
of heart attack: 

° Uncomfortable pressure, 
fullness, squeezing or pain in the 
center of the chest lasting more than 
a few minutes. 


° Pain spreading to the 
shoulders, neck or arms. 
° Chest discomfort with 


lightheadedness, fainting, sweating, 
nausea or shortness of breath. 

People with high blood pressure 
have an increased risk of stroke. The 
brain attack waming signs are: 

° Sudden weakness or 
numbness. of the face, arm or leg on 
one side of the body. 

° Sudden dimness or loss of 
vision, particularly in one eye. 

. Loss of speech, or trouble 
talking or understanding speech. 

° Sudden severe headaches 
with no known or apparent cause. 
Unexplained dizziness, unsteadi- 
ness or sudden falls, especially with 
any of the previous symptoms.

longer .and are drawing Social 
Security benefits longer, creating 
unanticipated costs for the Social 
Security system. 

If you were bom before 1938, you 
will still be eligible for your full 
Social Security retirement benefit at 
the age of 65 and reduced benefits as 
early as age 62. 

However, those born in 1938 who 
retire “early” this year will find their 
benefit reduced from 20 percent to 
20.8 percent. 

Beginning in 2003, full retirement 
age for those born in 1938 or later 
will increase. For example, the full 
retirement age for those born in 
1938 will increase to 65 years and 
two months. 

There are disadvantages and 
advantages to taking your benefit 
before your full retirement age, so 
contact Social Security before you 
decide to retire.
